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A Lenten 


Message 


The Rev. Ernest A. Brown Jr., Minister 
North Parish Church ( Unitarian) 


The Lenten Season is usually thought of as a time in 
which to renew the dedication to one’s faith. More often 
than not it is a period devoted to a review of one’s faith 
with an opportunity to strengthen wherever necessary. 
[he importance of this can not be too ardently stressed in 
this day when there can be so much that is superficial. It 
is too easy to gloss over the difficult decisions which life 
demands of us and to continue as though these were un- 
necessary. But we are reminded in this season of review, 
when our attention may be centered upon the decisions of 
the carpenter of Nazareth, that we cannot escape having 
to commit ourselves for good or evil. Life does not allow 
mankind to be neutral, nor does it allow him to have all 
the benefits without some of the hardships as well. 

Our stewardship in this Lenten season, then, will de- 


pend upon whether we earnestly strive to develop and con- 


EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Interesting Problem 


One phase of the Finance Committee’s report to the 
voters excites considerable interest and speculation, It’s 
the section that recommends some »44,00U less in the 
School Committee budget than requested by that Commit- 
tee. 

Now we all know that the School Committee has definite 
powers, under state law. And one of the Committee’s pri- 
vileges, not held by other town departments, is to demand 
that all the money it requests be appropriated — and if it 
is not, the Committee no doubt may obtain a court order 
forcing the town to come up with the money. 

.ecause this situation exists and everyone knows about 
it, there seldom is any serious move to cut the school 
budget. Voters usually throw up their hands and, in effect, 
oo along with something they believe is inevitable, even 
if they don’t agree with it. 

Town meeting this year may well be an exception. 

The Finance Committee felt that all voters at town 
meeting should have a chance to express their views on 
the controversial teachers’ pay raise and the manner in 
which it is being given. Members of the FinCom had urged 
that the raises be parcelled out over a two-year period, 
easing this year’s tax burden. The School Committee said 
it would not do so, feeling that further inequalities would 
be created if all teachers were not put on their proper step 
on the schedule at once. 

Now this creates a sharp controversy and one that won’ t 
be easy to settle. 

Many persons, including members of the Finance Com- 
mittee, have expressed their general approval of the pay 
raises as far as amounts are concerned! (The _ starting 
salary becomes »3,4U0U; steps of »3U0U for four years put 
the salary at $5,000 at the end of five years; then »1U0 
annual increases boost the teacher to »6,VU0 at the end 
of another 1U years). 

[he FinCom’s disagreement comes over method — they 
wish the raises handed out so as to spread the burden, 
The School Board says no — that inequalities in the 
salary schedule now would be increased by doing so and 
that all teachers deserve to be placed where they belong 
on the new schedule, regardless of other considerations. 
[hen merit increases, yet to be proposed in specific form, 
can be decided upon next year. School Committee members 
also point out that the cost of putting all teachers on the 
new schedule actually is being partially split because an 
added amount will be needed next year when the budget 
item will be figured on a full year rather than the partial 
year breakdown being used in 195b,. 

If the town meeting refuses to put back the 944,000 
stricken from the budget by the FinCom, the School Com- 
mittee will be faced with a delicate decision. Should the 
matter ‘be taken to court, where there is little question 
about the decision and thus force the town to do what 
its voters refused to approve? Or should the Committee 
bow to the dictates of town meeting and arrange some 
method of distributing the raises with the money in hand? 

\s FinCom Chairman Harold Rutter Jr. put it: “We want 
to see how badly the School Committee wants this money’? 

It will be with great interest, and with some concern, 
that residents of the town consider this problem Saturday

This is a tough decision for the voters to make and it 
could be a vital one. For if the town meeting does not 
approve the School Department budget in the amount ori- 
ginally requested; and the School Committee does not take 
legal steps to have the money appropriated; then voters 
will feel in other years that they have considerably more 
actual authority than they once believed. On the other 
hand, if legal action were initiated, there would certainly 
be a general feeling of resentment and disapproval on the 
part of some voters, but the School Committee would have 
proven beyond a doubt that its budget should not be 


tampered with. 


Should Support Local Man 


We note with interest that Frank Giles, who currently 
represents this district in the Legislature, in company 
with Arthur Williams and William Longworth, is being 
mentioned as a candidate for the Republican nomination 
for lieutenant governor. 

We haven’t had an elected state official from this 
section of Essex County in a long time .... and there 
would obviously be considerable interest and enthusiasm 
over Mr. Giles candidacy.
